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Gold and Silver Production in the United | 


States in i900. 
WasuHincton, D. C., Jan. 3.—Geo. E 
Roberts, Director of the Mint, to-day made 
public his preliminary estimate of the pro 
duction of gold and silver in the United 
States during the calendar year 1900. The 
aggregate of gold is given as 3,837,215 fine 
ounces, valued at $79,322,281, and of silver, 
59,610,543 fine ounces, which at the approxi- 
mate average price of 61 cents for the year, 
makes the value $36,362,431. During the 
calendar year 1899 the gold production was 
$71,053,400, and the silver production 54, 
764,500 ounces. The Nome gold and silver 
preduction for 1900 is given as $5,100,000, 
and that of the Klondike, which includes 
both the American and Canadian fields, 
$22,287,566. The product of the Canadian 
mines is not included in the figures given, 
but as the gold and silver comes to the 
\merican mints the value is given sepa- 
rately.

feverish desire to bag -profits. Railway earnings 
hold up well for the season, and the greatest divi 
dend payments on record were reflected in the 


largest day’s bank clearings ever reported at New 


York. Failures show the usual large cfop of smal! 
disasters, a feature of the turn of the year, but 
the results for 1900 as a whole are not at all dis 
couraging. December bank clearings hold the 
record, although the 1900 total as a whole is 8.6 
per cent behind 1899. 

“Dun’s Review” said: 

In spite of the interruptions of the holiday and 
of the unusually heavy annual settlements in all 
lines of business, the new year opens with indi- 
cations of further progress. It is a relief in. iron 
and steel, as well as some of the textile markets, 
that tension has not developed with respect to 
labor. There is no lack of contracts offered at 
steady prices in the country’s leading industry; 
and in some departments of cotton goods there is 
a better movement, though speculation has de 
pressed the price of the raw material. The mar 
ket for textiles has been featureless, as the holi-

iz this age of steam and electricity it is 
important to have at hand a ready 
method for ascertaining at once the time 
in any quarter of the globe. The intelli 


gent and enterprising proprietor of the 


American café, at Toulouse, M. Chesnet, 


has installed in his establishment a geo- 
graphical clock which happily solves the 
problem. On a large enameled plate the 
entire surface of the earth, as seen from 
he North Pole, is represented. The parts 
yf the Southern Hemisphere are depicted 

eight rays of astar. Europe, quite small, 
is above, in the center of the dial. On the 
right are the two American continents, 
and on the left, Asia and Africa 

On the border of the dial three series 
of inscription indicate: (1) the decimal 
fractions of the day in centi¢émes (hun 
dredths), called ces. by abbreviation, the 
divisions being large enough to admit of

Phengophobia (phen-go-pho -bi-a). [Greek, 
pheggos = the light + phobos = a fear.] 
A symptom of certain diseases in which 
there is a fear of the sunlight.

Phenomenon (phe-nom'-en-on). (Greek, 
phainomenon = something seen.] An un- 
usual or startling occurrence in nature. The 
plural form is phenomena, and when applied 
to the eyes a peculiarity within the eyes is 
meant, such as the Entoptic phenomena. 


Phlyctenular (philyc-ten'-u-lar). [Greek, 
phiuktaina = a bleb.] A small vesicalar 
eruption. A Phlyctenular Ophthalmia or 


phlyctenular ulcers of the cornea are char- 
acterized by the formation of small pustules 
located near or upon the cornea. They show 
a disposition to recur and are seldom seen 
in adult life, but very frequently occur in 
strumous, syphilitic or in anaemic children. 
The conditions are largely influenced by 
climate and during certain seasons of the 
year. The ulcer is preceded first by a local- 
ized point of congestion; the top of the 
papule becomes yellow. Considerable pho- 
tophobia exists, especially if the ulcer is 
located near the center of the cornea; and the 
severity of the pain and photophobia de- 
pend rather upon the number than the size. 
If there is a recurrence of these ulcers and 
the cornea becomes covered by an irregular 
network of corneal vessels and the surface 
becomes hazy and uneven, the condition is 
then known as Phliyctenular Pannus. The 
treatment consists in prescribing cleanli- 
ness, a liberal diet, warm applications, such 
as a teaspoonful of borax to a teacupful of 
hot water, with which to bathe the eyes 
morning and night, after which the following 
ointment, a portion the size of a small pea, 
is rubbed into the lids after bathing the eyes 
in the hot water containing the borax:

Phorometer (pho-rom'-et-er). [Greek 
phora = a motion + metron = a measure, | 
An instrument with which the several extra- 
ocular muscles are measured as to their re- 
lative power. There are several instruments 
at the present time which are employed 
for this purpose, such as the Stevens 
and the Wilson Phorometers. The Stevens 
Phorometer consists of a sliding bar sup- 
ported by an upright pillar. The horizontal 
meridian may be attained by means of 
a spirit level attached to the upright bar. 
An oxidized disc contains two separate 
prisms of eight degrees with their bases 
placed in a position so that they nearly 
join. With this accessory the superior and 
inferior rectus muscles and the obliques 
may be measured. Homonymous diplopia 
is produced by means of this slide, and 
should the two flames of the candle be seen 
in the horizontal plane, the muscles above 
and below this plane are in parallelism; 
otherwise, the double flame will appear in 
an oblique plane. Another disc containing 
a ten degree prism, with its base down, will 
produce two images formed in the vertical 
plane, and if the flames appear in an oblique 
plane the internal and the external rectus 
are weakened. The Wilson Phorometer con- 
tains two circular discs. The one contains 
an aperture in which several accessories may 
be interposed, such as Maddox cylinder, 
Maddox double prism, an eight degree and 
a ten degree prism. The circular dise is so 
arranged that any one of these accessories 
may be interposed in both the horizontal 
and the vertical planes. The second circular 
disc contains rotatory prisms and a spirit 
level lies midway between the two discs. 
An upright bar supports the same and the 
whole instrument may be attached to a 
chair, table or any other convenient place, 
and every method known to the profession, 
such as the Stevens or the Graeffe, the 
Maddox cylindrical or glass rod, the Maddox 
double prism, the Prentice, the Savage and 
the old sixteen dioptre test, may be demon- 
strated and comparisons made.

Cements.—It frequently happens that 
one has to fill up holes in stone or marble, 
or even the leaky spouts of fountains, etc 
Following are some cements suitable for 
this purpose: 1. Slacked lime 1 part, 
crushed brick 1 part, water as required to 
make the cement. 2. Air-slacked lime 2 
parts, iron filings 1 part, powdered brick 
1 part, and water necessary to make a 
homogeneous paste. 3. Litharge 2 parts, 
powdered white lead 1 part, lime 1 part, 
linseed oil 3 parts, copal varnish 2 parts. 
4. Air-slacked lime 1 part, powdered brick 
2 parts, boiled linseed oil 2 parts. 5 
Litharge 1 part, glycerine 1 part; reduce 
the litharge to a very fine powder, dry it 
in the oven or stove and mix with the 
glycerine so as to make a mortar, which 
becomes harder than all the cements. 6 
Iron filings 47 parts, powdered sulphur 2 
parts, sal-ammoniac 1 part; powder every- 
thing finely and mix with sufficient water 
to make a rather homogeneous paste. This 
mastic-cement increases in volume when 
drying, which renders it very useful for 
filling up the joints of steam engines.

Some New English Medals. 








W*« have been favored with a sight of 
three new medals, which, both as 
works of art and as historical memorials of 
the time, will excite much interest as soon 
as they are published to the world. Two 
are from the hand of Mr. Emil Fuchs, a 
sculptor whose work has lately met with 
no small success in the Royal Academy 
and other exhibitions. The other the 
medal about to be issued to troops in mem- 
ory of the South African campaign. The 
larger of Mr. Fuchs’s medals is a commis- 
sion from the Queen, and is intended by 
Her Majesty as a personal memorial for 
the end of the century. Executed in the 
dull oxidized silver which is now invariably 
employed by the French medalists, and 
which most people identify with the name 
of M. Roty, this fine medal presents on 
the obverse a head of the Queen and on 
the reverse the Angel of Victory announc 

ing “Victoria” to the new century. The 
profile head of Her Majesty by Mr. Fuchs 
is one of the best likenesses that any sculp 

tor or medalist has achieved, and is mod 


1S 


eled with great skill and delicacy. The 
Queen wears the crown, and under it a 
wreath of laurel; these, the lace of the 


dress and cap, and the whole figure on the 
reverse are presented in low relief and 
present almost the effect of a sketch. 

The figure of Victory, new-lighted on a 
globe where the name “Africa” is discern 
ible, holds aloft a tablet bearing the word 
“Victoria.” In Mr. Fuchs’s smaller medal 
—two inches in diameter, the other is three 
inches—we have designs specially indi 
cating the war. On the obverse a fallen 
soldier presses the British flag to his heart, 
while over him bends an angel crowning 
him with laurel. On the reverse a spirited 
Bellona sheathes her sword, while in the 
distance the British army march 
ing to Table Bay to embark in the war- 
ships in the harbor; and the Sun of Peace, 
inscribed “Pax,” is rising over the moun

This medal has not been ordered 
by the Queen, but has been submitted to 
her.

The third medal, which has been adopt- 
ed by the War Office, bears the head of 
the Queen in rather high relief; the reverse 
is a figure of Britannia holding out a 
wreath toward the soldiers who are press 


ng forward, while two warships are 
moored in the bay close at hand. This 


side of the medal is excellent, particularly 
the minute figures of the men, which are 
full liie and movement; the Queen’s 
head is scarcely so good a likeness as that 
achieved by Mr. Fuchs. We presume that 
it would be a mistake to oxidize the silver. 
The soldiers would not appreciate any- 
thing less bright and sparkling than a new 
shilling.—London Times.
